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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed January 17, 2006 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091 , 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). The combination of references of Wolk, Gaudiana et al and Jackson 
et al were combined for the rejection of the claim 1 . 

In response to applicant's argument of Jackson et al does not suggest or teach unpatterned emissive layer. Jackson et al does recite 
forming both patterned and unpatterned pixels, which are emissive layers and the unpatterned pixels have patterned source and cathode 
contact and all other layers are unpatterned, i.e. emissive layers, therefore Jackson et al recited the requirement of forming unpatterned 
emissive layers. 

In response to applicant's argument of Wolk does not produce white light. Wolk does recite sequentially depositing red, green, and 
blue emitter, which corresponse to white light emitters and the combination of Wolk, Gaudiana et al and Jackson et al recite the instant 
invention. 

In response to applicant's argument of Kunimoto et al does not recite a donor support and inspection of a donor suport prior to coating. 
However, the examiner relied on Kunimoto et al to provide a general teaching that it is well known and conventional to inspect a 
fluorescent coating and one of ordinary skill in the art would appreciate the inspection would be performed prior to completion of the 
product and in view of the combination of references would inspect the donor support prior transfer coating the substrate and also 
performing a final inspection of the substrate after coating the step. The combination of Wolk, Gaudiana et al, Jackson et al, and 
Kunimoto et al recite the instant invention. 
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
